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BULBOUS  IRISES 

Little  need  be  said  in  praise  of  these  lovely 
flowers — the  Orchids  of  the  hardy  flower  garden. 
Easily  grown,  inexpensive  and  flowering  after  the 
other  Iris  varieties  are  out  of  bloom.  They  must  be 
planted  in  September;  October  the  latest. 

SPANISH  IRISES 

My  collection  comprises  a dozen  of  the  best 
named  varieties ; light  blue,  golden  yellow,  pure 
white,  dark  blue  bronze.

DUTCH  IRISES

The  flowers  are 
larger  and  the  plants  more  robust  than  in  the 
Spanish  varieties,  and  they  have  the  great  advan- 
tage of  coming  into  flower  a fortnight  earlier;  the 
bulbs  should  be  planted  early  in  October;  my  named 
varieties  are  the  best  which  have  so  far  been  in- 
troduced. Soft  blue,  sky  blue,  deep  purple  blue  and 
yellow.

IRIS  SEEDS 

I will  be  in  a position  to  offer  Iris  seeds  in 
limited  quantities  for  sale  this  summer,  about 
August.  With  some  exceptions  Iris  rarely  forms 
seed  pods;  I grow  long  rows,  300  feet  and  longer, 
and  not  a seed  pod  will  form  with  some  varieties; 
so,  as  a matter  of  course,  seed  is  necessarily 
expensive.

IRIS  PUMILA — These  come  quite  true  to  type 

— about  60  seeds,  pkg $0.25 

IRIS  GERMAN ICA — (tall  June  flowering) — very 
shy  seeders  (these  come  not  true  *to 

variety) ; 50  seeds,  pkg 50 

SIBERIAN  IRIS — These  come  quite  true  to  the 

type — not  counted.  Per  pkg 25 

SIBERIAN  EMPEROR  AND  PERRY’S  BLUE— 
Either  variety  (amount  very  limited) ; not 

counted,  per  pkg 50 

JAPANESE  IRIS — Both  from  home  grown  and 

imported  seed,  per  pkg 25 

The  Japanese  Iris  grows  very  readily  from  seed, 
plants  blooming  often  the  second  or  third  year,  and 
some  of  the  most  beautiful  and  charming  new 
varieties  and  colors  have  so  come  about.  I sow 
my  Japanese  seed  early  in  the  spring,  and  within 
60  days  a fine  stand  has  come  up.  The  German 
and  kindred  Iris  seeds  do  not  germinate  as  readily, 
only  33%  to  50%  of  the  seeds  will  germinate  the 
first  year,,  the  balance  lying  dormant  in  the  soil 
for  two  years,  and,  indeed,  some  will  sulk  away 
for  three  years;  but  these  sulkers  have  often  proved 
to  be  the  “charmers”.  I sow  all  my  Iris  seeds 
early  in  the  Pall,  sowing  in  flats,  and  putting  away 
in  cold  frames;  it  has  the  advantage  of  keeping 
tab  on  your  seeds  and  plants;  grass  and  weed 
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seeds  can  easily  be  kept  out  of  the  little  seedings 
during  the  following  spring  and  summer,  more  so 
than  in  the  open  field,  although  I do  sow  lots  of 
seeds  in  open  rows;  but  unless  you  do  things  right 
up  to  the  minute  weeds  and  grass  will  soon  drown 
our  yout  Iris  seedlings.  The  following  late  summer, 

I transplant  the  seedlings  in  rows,  about  12  inches 
apart,  and  by  another  year  many  of  these  seedlings 
will  bloom;  the  fiats  are  left  undisturbed,  as  I 
said,  for  two  and  three  years,  of  course,  as  soon 
as  the  rain  ceases,  and  the  soil  becomes  dry,  they 
will  have  to  be  watered  almost  daily.
